Other Bases Attacked. 

The inland French industrial 
city of Lille, a German airdrome 
et Lannion, in Brittany, shipbuild- 
ing vards at Le Trait, near Rouen, 
the German submarine base at 
Brest, and-rail communications at 
several points were among the 
targets. 

Twice during the morning 
fighter-escorted bombers struck 
as deep in France as London is 
from the British south coast, the 
ministry announced. 

The scarcity of opposition from 
the Luftwaffe was emphasized by 
the loss of only two British fight- 
ers in the day’s operations. One 
German fighter was downed. 

On the British home front gun- 
fire was heard in an outer London 
suburban area tonight, but there 
was no sound of aircraft heard. 
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London has been free of raid 
giarms since July 27.

Labor Day! 

- Labor’s celebration today will be held to an 
accompaniment of sounds from the factories 
and shipyards where materials for national 
defense are being forged and fabricated. 

Labor, like a lot of us, is puzzled. 

Labor has lost much good-will by strikes in 
defense plants. In many of these strikes labor 
was not at fault. In others labor was only 
partially to blame. In some of them labor 
must shoulder the responsibility. To condemn 
labor as solely responsible for strikes is not fair 
or intelligent. 

The worst feature of the labor scene has 
been the stoppage of work because of juris- 
dictional strikes in which the rival labor 
factions have ignored the public good and 
stopped work with attendant losses to national 
defense and good-will. 

The nation would like for labor to make 
peace within its ranks. : 

There are many signs today that labor is 
coming of age. It is assuming more responsi- 
bilities. In one or more fields where Com- 
munist leadership once was the feature, this 
influence and leadership have been removed. 
The exposures, over the past two years, of 
unions led by ra€keteers and used for racket- 
eers. have seen some of these men removed 
but labor still must purge some of this leader- 
ship. It would be unfair not to say that other 
organizations may be found ‘with the same 
faults. but this does not excuse labor’s con- 
donement of these exposed leaders. 

The National Labor Relations Act does not 
suit a great many people. It is possible it may 
need amending. The fact that labor has 
extracted, and is extracting, all possible benefit 
from the act is but natural and human. 

These leaders and those strikes which have 
given labor a bad name are, after all, few when 
one views the whole labor front. Labor con- 
tinues to be made up and domi, ted by Ameri- 
ean citizens who are as loyal and as fine as 
, any other Americans. Labor, as it continues to 
come of age, will continue to assume more 
responsibility and more aware of what that 
responsibility entails. |

day for reviving our national spirt and for 
remembering that we all live in the same 
country and are served only as it progresses.

Bad News for the Boll Weevil 

Just about the worst news the boll weevil 
thas heard since he invaded the south many 
years ago, wreaking untold damage year after 
year, was sounded in Athens last week when 


‘ £.‘C. Westbrook, cotton specialist of the Ex- 


tension Service at the State College of Agri- 
culture, suggested to Secretary of Agriculture 
Claude R. Wickard that the government do 
something to heip the south rid itself of the 
boll weevil. 4 

Mr. Westbrook has, perhaps, sounded a 
tocsin that will greatly aid the south in getting 
rid of this insect, the worst that has ever 
attacked cotton, and the worst insect that has 
ever attacked any crop grown in the United 
States. They have all been pretty well con- 
quered except the boll weevil, and this year 
he arose to do more damage in the south than 
has been done in 15 years. 

The devastating effect of this insect is real- 
ized when it is reported that Georgia’s cotton 
crop this year will be cut from around 1,000,000 
bales to 650,000 bales! A cut of more than a 
quarter of a million bales, and mostly because 
of the*boll weevil! This cut in lint and seed to 
Georgia farmers is valued at approximately 
$30,000,000. Other states are similarly affected. 
Even in Texas, where the weevil crossed into 
the United States from Mexico 90 years ago, 


Mr. Westbrook says, the crop has been badly 
damaged this year. 

Science has not conquered the boll weevil. 

Mr. Westbrook suggests several methods that 
might be put into effect by the United States 
Department of Agriculture. One would be the 
speeding up of control measures, and the other 
remedy, perhaps the one with the most meat in 
it, would be through the AAA “working out 
bénefit payments for those farmers who would 
carry out recommended boll weevil contro! 
measures.” f 

This system has worked with the peach and 
pecan growers. The government advises them 
to a’ day the time to spray, the kind of spray 
to use and how often to spray. Peach insects 
are largely controlled by the farmers following 
these methods. 

If the same plan is followed, the weevil 
might also be practically eradicated from the 
south.

A YOUNG, TOUGH CONTENDER This cojntry of - the 


United States is a coun- 
try of good people, good-natured and a bit naive, and siow to 
anger. The fact that we are a bit naive is a strength. A sophiati- 
cated people never get steamed up about things and when a nation 
can't get steamed up it is ready for the scrap heap. 

A young nation is a lot like a heavyweight. prizefighter with 
a chance at the title. I recall that Jack Dempsey once told me he 
wanted the title most desperately for what it would bring him. 
He wanted money and what it would bring. He wanted to meet 
the people he could meet if he were the champion. He wanted to 
make good contacts, to pick up some practical edueation, to learn 
the right word and the right fork. And so on. 

So, when he walked out there in the blazing Toledo sun 4nd 
started in punching at hulking, slow-thinking Jess Willard, he 
was throwing plenty, as the boys say, with each punch. He was 
rough and tough and behind him were hard times as a bum and 
a ham-and-eggs fighter. He all but killed Willard. 

In 1776 this country was just like that: ragged, tough, méan 
and hungry. It was hungry to go its own way. It was hungry 
to get in there and punch England around. England was soft and 
had a crazy king and corrupt ministers. The politicians were 
divided. Some of them wanted England to lose just to make 
politieal capital just as most of the Republicans in congress today 
aren’t patriots but politicians who are willing to thwart their coun- 
try’s policy just to make political capital. 

We were a voung, tough, unshaved, unbathed country in 1776 
and we were hungry for what freedom would buy. We went out 
and got it, because we were persistent and because the English 
were stupidly led. We have softened up some since that tim, as 
bathtubs and steam heat and electric push-buttons came along to« 
replace the Indians and spring water and the log cabin fixtures, 
if any. We have softened up, but we still are tougher than most 
nations and still a little hungry. .

3 among nations. I think there 


is more of it in our record than in any other one whose history 
you may examine. But even so, we are not entirely altruistic. 

I am reminded of this by some of thé loose talk going. on now, 
about the lend-lease bill.

This story pretends to be a “confidential report” to the effect 
the British have taken some of the lend-lease tankers and placed 
them in commercial runs to sell gasoline to South America while 
we are bending every effort to send it to England. 

A little common-sense thinking would indicate this is a fan- 
tastic story. Do not misunderstand me. I don’t think it beyond 
the British, but the facts are their receipts of gasoline and their 
need for gasoline makes it next to impossible for them to have 
enough to sell. The long distance their bombers have to fly, the 
exorbitant demands for gasoline in their Egyptian campaign and 
in all phases of transport, make it necessary for them to use all’ 
they can get. o

In all the quoted complaints there was nothing significant or 
mildly alarming except the revelation that drafted men are not 
interested in what they are doing and therefore are miserably bored. 

This situation could be mended easily if the higher officers would 
forget West Point routine and use their heads. Psychology is needed 
in this war. : | 

Some soldiers, it appears, are bored because, they’ don’t know 
what it is all about. That complaint: must be as old a8 warfare. 
In 1917 there were many who said the Crusaders for Democracy 
didn’t know what they were fighting for. 

Little can be done about it. Send experts to explain things to 
th boys, and the resulting howl would raise the roof. Isolationists 
would cry: “They are stuffing our boys with war propaganda.” | 
So the ones who haven’t read the papers must remain puzzied un- 
less they figure it out for themselves. 

The most natural and most unreasonable complaint concerns the 
long hours of calisthenics, marching and close-order drill—day after 
day, month after month. 

“We've learned that stuff,” the boys growl, “so why keep teach- 
ing it?” Joe Louis. has learned to fight, too, but he’d better train 
hard before the next one. 

Young soldiers don’t realize that everything they do is for their 
own good—to make them better soldiers—to give them a better 
chance to survive a fight. 

The one thing they need above all else is tough endurance. If 
soldiers never faced a danger, they would still deserve unbounded 
admiration—and pity—-for the sheer misery and hardship they en- 
dure. They tan, and do, take it. 

But the ability to endure i not built in a few weeks or morths. 
The athlete trained for brief stunts hasn't got it. It is built only 
by slow degrees and unrelenting pressure—by day after dav and 
year after year of hard going—and nobody has yet found a short- 
eut method. ; 

If a recruit is already trimmed down to rawhide and gristle, he 
could be ready for real:soldiering in a few weeks, but even the 
strongest of the stall-fed ones needs long conditioning to survive 
what he may have to face if war comes.
